Serious Trouble in Alaska. 
Vicronia, B. C., August 5. 

The steamship Eureka, which has 
‘arrived from the north, brings the. 
éws of a horrible tragedy near Har- 
risburg, Alaska. Two whisky sellers, 
named Martin and Rennie, got on x 
Wrunk together and during the night 
an Indian stole a bottle of whisky 
from Martin’s cabin, In the morning 
the two men started after the Indians 
and, in a fight with them, Rennie was 
killed. The citizens arrested three 
Indians, confining them in the guard- 
house. During the temporary ab- 
sence of the guard an India succeeded 
in procuring a revolver, and on the re- 
turm of the guard shot him. Major 
Givins, formerly of the United States 
Army, hearing the shot rushed to the 
rescue of the guard, and was in turn 
shot down by the Indian, but only 
wounding him; another Indian 


head to pieces. In the meantime the 
citizens had got wind of the affair and 
set out after the Indians, two of whom 
managed to escape to the woods. The 
posse of citizens chased them and 
captured one, hanging him on the 
spot, together with one who had re-. 
mained. The next day Colonel Horry 
ordered the chief to bring in the third 
Indian, which was promptly done, 
and he was as promptly hanged.
